"1. The monthly Be sau of Sick and “Younded from all separate instal- 
lations required .e AR 40-1025, 12 Decerber 1944, involves the use of 
the Report Sheet, WD re Form @-23, This particvlar form replaced the 

one previously used, TD ED Form 51. ‘D AGO Form 8-23 was revised on 
1 August 1944, and all erie es prior to that date, as well as all 
copies of #) -™ Form 51 are obsolete, The revised form makes vossible 
the recording of necessory inforunation in compliance with current Army 


regulations. — 
"2, Aeports of Sick and Wounded receivec from your command continue 


to include many reports filed on the obsolete Form 51. It is requested 
that the J use of this obsolete form be discontinued and that reports be 
made on the form authorized (“D AGO Form 3-23, 1 August 1944) at the 
earliest possivle month, in no case Jater than the report for Janvary 


1946. A copy of the current required form is attached, 


. installations which are still reporting on Form 51 shonld rec- 
ognize that the revised form and the current regulations require report- 
ing on a four or five week, rather than a calendar month, basis (par 
99a AR 40-1025, 12 December 1944). In changing over from a calendar 
month basis, the mean strengths for the first month reported on the new 
basis will be computed from the first of tne month througn the last 
Friday of the month, For example, if the réport for December had still 
beer filod or a calendar month basis, the report for January 1946 would 
then be based on the nerfod 1 January through 25 January. (In this 

instance, the mean strength would equal the sum of the daily strengths 
for this period divided by 25), Revorts for subsequent months would 
cover to continuous periods beginning with midnicht of the last Friday 
of the  vreeading month up to and ineluding the last Friday of the ro- 
port tench, Thus, in the example cited above, the. February report 
wouid cover the period 26 January throuch 22 February. (In this in- 
stance, the mean strength would bo the sum of the daily strengths for 
that veriod divided by 28).
